then maoſte apt to retapne ſoʒ euer, that

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cauſe her Maidens to reade, theeramplcs 
and liues of godly and vertuous Ladies, 
whoſe woꝛthy fame, and bzight renowme, 
pet liueth and till will liue fo2 euer, whiche 
ſhee ſhall make choiſe ok, out of the holy 
Scripture, and other hiſtoꝛies both aunci- 
ent and ok late dayes whiche , bookes will 
not onely delight them, but as a ſpurre it 
will pzicke and incite their hartes, to follow 
vertue, and haue vice in hoꝛror and diſdaine, 
pea their mindes by that meanes, not onely 
ofthoſe that are growen to ripenes of peres 
and ſtrength of nature. but alfo thoſe of ten⸗ 
der and poung age, wilbe come noble and 
magnaminous thereby, fo2 pou ſhallneuer 
repeate the vertuous kues of any ſuche La⸗ 
dies as, 7andia,Portia,Lucretia and ſuch 
like were, but you ſhall kindle adeſire in 
them to treade their ſteppes,aud become in 
tyme like vnto them, and too dildayne aud 
haue in hozrour thoſe that to the contrarye, 
pas the courſe of their liues in wickedneſſe, 
and not onely ſhall our Maiden bee fozbid- 
ded, to reade anye ſuche bookes oꝛ ballades, 
as maie make her mynde (beeyng of it ſelf

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but alſo from all thoſe thynges that any 
waie mate make her vnworthie of a lauda⸗ 
ble reputation , emong whiche, it is not to 
bee thought how hurtfull and daungerous, 
the acquaintannce and fampliaritie of pong 
goſlopes is, who vnder couerture, of Jen⸗ 
tillitie, gallant attire, and coftfy oznamen- 
tes, oꝛ (whiche is moſte tnfectious) vnder 
fained Religion and honeſtie, doe hide coꝛ⸗ 

cupte and wicked maners, and pet ſuche as 
are euill maie eaſely bee knowen, when the 
aucthoutie of greate perſonages ſuppoꝛte 
chem, and euen as a diſeaſe is then moſte 
contagious, when thoſe that are infected, 
haue a calour liuely, and moſte likely to bee 
bealthfull, ſo vice hide vnder Fentillitie and 
honour, andcoriered with the viloꝛ or falce 
ſemblance, and feined honeftre, doeth hurte 
muche moꝛe, then whẽ the euill life oꝛ leude 
behauiour of ſuche perſonages, are diſcone- 
red and made manikeſt; but J thinke it not 
neceſlarie, to admoniſhe our Matrone after 
the maner of ſome, to bee ſo ſtrickte to her 
Mardens, as to withdzawe thetm from the 
at quaintaunte and familiaritie ofchildzen, 
bop bee it that thei be oflike age, although 
that 
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that in the ſame age the ſeede of Symne no 
doubt ſpzingeth,and the fruite thereof in its 
tle time ripeneth,andincreaſeth too aboun⸗ 
dantly, whiche thyng the learned and graue 
Dottoꝛ of greate aucthozitie ſaint? /erome 
ſheweth by example of a ſhameleſſe harlot, 
who moe byutiſhlie then any reaſonleſſe 
beaſte , would make booſte aud vauntpng - 
bragges ol her laſciuious life, laing, that 

ſince ſhe could remember in her vongeſt pe- 
res, the filthie pleaſure of fleſhe was not 
daintie vnto her:oh hozrible bragge,oh ere- 
crable booſte,and moſte damnable life:well 
our pzudente Matrone to remoue ſuche de⸗ 
teſtable dangers from her pong Maidens, 
ſhall in nowiſe permit thẽ, to haue acquain⸗ 
taunce with kitchine Seruauntes, oz ſuche 
idle houſe wiues, as commonly and of cu. 
ſtome, doe thuſfte theim ſelues into the fa:

ſhall cauſe them that are committed yoncre 
into her gouernement, topzopounde in the 
companie of womanlie Maidens, and ſo 
nere as ſhe can in her owne pꝛeſente, pithie 
queſtions, and graue ſentenceg,to poſe one 
an other, and ſometymes tell the liues of 
godlie Uirgines, and the Matrone her ſelf 
to delight theim, who of neceſſitte ought to 
be ſtoꝛed with ſtudied demaundes, and wit⸗ 
tie argumentes, ſhall modeſtly entermed⸗ 
dle her ſelf emong theim, and to theim in 
whom ſhe ſees auy deſarte , ſhe ſhall to in 
courage the other, yeelde commendation, 
and ſo make them all ſtriue to atcaine to the 
like, and it would not bee amiſle, ſeyng that 
the continuall pꝛeſence ok her that is a Mai⸗ 
ſtres, by her greate grauitie and vertuous 
vſage, doeth rather ingẽder in a good minde 
aftection of reuerence, then occaſion of bold 
wantonneſſe, the whiche moꝛe appeareth in 
youth, then in ripe age, if ſhe made choiſe 

emong 
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emong many of ſome modeft, and well be⸗ 
hauoured Maiden, who not onely by ver- 
tuous demeanour, ſhall giue the reſte occa- 
ſion to tmitate her vertue, but alſo bee vnto 
theim recreatiue , and delightfull in graue 
and weightie cauſes, foꝛ there be ſome thin⸗ 


ges, whiche lometpmes dooe ſecme vnto 


ſome verie ſharpe and noyſome, although 
that of Nature delichtfull, and of their pꝛo⸗ 
per obtecte doe delight the ſences, and dooe 
moue with ſinguler pleaſure,that age moꝛe 
then any other, whiche thyng if it be truthe, 
as it certainly ſeemeth, how muche ought 
our Matrone to take heede, that it happens 
not in thoſe thynges, in whiche there is no 
delight at all. Tell, as a wiſe Matrone 
ſhould(ſeepng that in childzen, the frength 
of vnderſtandyng cannot bee ſo greate, as 
thei maie alwates bee troubled with graue 
matters) this our Matrone ſhall (atleaſt if 
the will doe well) entermedle honeſt mirthe 
with graue matter. And alſo if at any tym 

there bee any aiden woꝛthy of coprection, 
lette the Miſtreſſe rather incline in her cha⸗ 


ſtenyng to mildneſſe, then madneſſe, fauoz 


then furie, aud rightly vſe the part ol a good 
aber B. b. Phiſition, 
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Phiſitis, who to cure pong childzen of their 
cozpozall maladies, doe giue them wozme- 
wood, oz ſuche like bitter thyng, annointed 
ouer with Donie, to the ende that thei de⸗ 
teiued by the vyper ſweetneſſe , mate ſwal: 
lowe doune the wholſome bitterneſſe, and 
thereby receiue helpe of their diſeaſe. Moꝛe 
ouer our good Matrone, ſhall ſhewe to her 
Maidens a modeſt merie countenaunce cd: 
tinuallp, and if thei dooe euill rebuke theim 
in ſuche ſozt, as although it be not with bit: 
ter woꝛdes, oꝛ ſharpe ſtripes, pet thei ſhall 
well knowe, thei haue offended greatly, re⸗ 
ſeruyng crueltie koz the laſte remedie, and 
pet the ſame to bee then alſo of little indu⸗ 
rannce, leaſt that whiche ſhould ſerue foꝛ a 
remedie vſed to often, becomes ſcoꝛned aud 
nothyng eſtemed, as the olde}9zouerbe ts, 
Te muche of ary thyng,is good for notlyng. 

Beſides when any Maiden is dꝛiuen into 
atremblyng feare, by her miſtreſſe ſodaine 
ſharpe frownyng as no doubt ſome, beyng 
of miide and gentill Natures will be ſone, 
our good Yatrone ſhall pꝛeſently chaunge 
her ſower lowzpng into a ſweete ſmylyng, 
and with gentle and vertuous inkozmati⸗ 

ons, 
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ons, andcherefull pzomiſes put her ont of 
7 feare, foz in no wiſe J would wiſhe any too 
bee ouer pꝛeſſed bpfeare, bycauſe thereby 
manie become euen ſimple like fooles, and

and recreations , and the deceites and gui⸗ 
les of our ghoſtlie enemie from the whiche 
we ſee how the warie wiſe man can hardlie 
defende hym ſelfe (Jleauec the young and

Do taught 
ſhe her Daughter (as ſame graue authozs - 
baue iudged) to put herhuſbande to death, 
in whom the magniſicence and Maieſtie of 
that Empire conſiſted. Unto the Ladies of 
Lelins was no greater comendacion giuen 
then they could ſpeake wiſely in their Po⸗ 
ther toungue. Likewiſe Portia, the wife of 
Brutus was not halfe ſo muche cõmended, 
fo: hauyng learned of her Father, the Doc⸗ 
trine, and decrees of the Stoical hiloſo⸗ 
phers ( whiche neuertheleſſe no auncient 
Authoꝛ affirme)as ſhe was foꝛ kepyng loy⸗ 
altie and faithe to her huſbande, and fot be⸗ 
pug of a patient and noble mynde, ameete 
vertue fo2 the Daughter of Caro, who was 
her Father. As touching Manrmea, A//i- 
othea, and Laſthemia (J leaue totalke of

{ate neuer got ſo muche fame by their lear: 
uyng, as thei did vefame, foz their vnhonelt 
and loſſe liuyng. And ſure J ſuppoſe there 
is no Mannt ofreaſon and vnderſtandyng, 
but had rather loue a Mayden vnlearned 
and chaſt, theu one ſuſpected of diſhoneſt 
life, though neuer ſo famous aud well lear⸗ 
ned in Philaſaphie. Wherefoze J wich all 
JParentes too beware and take heede, how 
they ſuffer their poung Daughters beyng 
fraile of Mature, to be bolbe diſputers, and 
to che ende J maie not be thought naked of 
examples to pꝛoue the contrarie, I main⸗ 
taine ( ſeyng it behoueth mee moꝛe to con⸗ 
tende with aucthoꝛitie then reaſon) that 
where theſc obſtinate defendoures ol lear⸗ 
ning to be meete and neceſſarie in women, 
can 
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tan bꝛyng in one example , J will alledge 
anomber to the contrarie ;/ Fo the Hiſto- 
ries as well antient as of thoſe of late daies 
are full ofthe Noble faces and renowmed 
deedes done by rare and Excellent La⸗ 
dies, whiche as well fox their noble courage 
and magnanimous harts as foꝝ their chaſt 
and vertuous lives haue beene aud fo2 e- 
uer wilbee moſte Famous and renowmed 
in the woꝛlde, and pet had no learnyng, as 
it hath beene ſeene, bothe in Sparta, Rome, 
Perſia, Plucia, ¶ hios, Argiua, and dpuers 
other places, whole 8 haue beene ce⸗ 
letated in tyme paſt, and to out tyme pꝛe⸗ 
ſent haue leaft behinde them moze matter 
to wzight on touchyng their vertue, then e 
uer either Erinua, Sapbho, d Corinna, did 
wꝛite them ſelues of excellent and famous 
men. And who is it that will denie that it is 
not moze pꝛaies and honnour too doe noble 
deedes, chen to wiite ol them, ſure J thinke 
none, I am therefoze ofthis aduiſe , that it 
is not mete noꝛ conuenient foz a Maiden to 
be taught o trapned vp in learnyng ol hu⸗ 
maine artes, in whome a vertuous demea« 
nour & honeſt behauſour, would be a moꝛe 
C.. ſightlier 
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ſighelier oꝛnament, then the light oꝛ beine 


gloꝛie of learnyng, foꝛ in learnyng aud ſtu. 
diyng ofthe artes there are twoo thynges 
finallie pꝛapoſed vnto vs, that is recreation 
and pjofitte, tauchyng pꝛoſitte, that is not 
to hee looked foꝛ, at the handes of her that is 
geuen vs fo} a companion in our labours, 
but rather euerp woman ought wholelie ts 
be actine and diligent about the gouerne: 
ment ok her houfholde and familie, and tou: 
tchyng recreation by learnyng that cannot 
bee graunted her, without erreatedaunger 
and offence to the beautie and hightneſſe 


ol her mynde; ſeyng then that the gvuerne⸗ 


ment ok eſtates and publike weales are not 


committed iuto the handes of women, ney⸗ 


ther that it is lawfull oz couement fo2 them 
to wꝛight lawes, by whiche men ſhould bet 
ruled and gouerned, as Draco, Licurgus, 
and Nama Pompilaus did, neither as p20: 
feſſours al Science and facultie , to teache 
in Schooles the wiſedome of Lawes aud 
Philoſophie,and ſeing allo that in ſuche ſue 
dies, as peldcth recr- ation and pleaſure, 
there is uo leſſe daunger , that they will as 
well learne to be ſubtile and ſhamele ſſe Lee 
uers,

FO ſuche as compare the ſmall p2ofit 
of learnyng with the greate hurt and do⸗ 
mage that commeth to them by the ſame 
ſhall ſone perceiue (although that they res 
maine obſtiuate therein) how far moze cone 
uenient the Diſtaffe, and Spindle, Nedle 
and Thimble were faz them with a good 
and honeſt reputation, then the (kill of well 
vling a penne oz wꝛightyng a loftie vearce 
with diſfame and diſhonour, ik in the lame 
there be moꝛe erudition then vertue; mozer 
ouer who is hee that will doubte that the 
Maide, will nat become perfitte and well 
accompliſt ed (hom be it that it be harde to 
be beleued ſevng that now adales they bee 
wedded and committed to the gouernment 
of a hauſyolve ſo young) whiche in compas 


C.ij. nie, 
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nie, and by the inſtruction ofmanie boche 


wiſe and vertuous and by longt experience 
haue beene taught the manner, how too: 
uerne a houſholde wiſely, ſure J will neuer 
condiſcende that any Maiden ſurmounting 
in her ſelfe the eſtate of an actiue wife , o 
fo) too name her by one wooꝛde Econe- 
micall, ſhoulo by climyng vp the Ladder of 
natur all hiloſophie, beyng ſo difficile, ad 
uenture to get to the contemplatid of ſuche 
thynges, as rather ofidle menne , whiche 
haue bin many peres ererciſed in readyn7, 
is to bee deſired then hoped foꝛ. But foꝛ ſo 
muche as the hope of ſuche thynges are ob⸗ 
tained with ſo greate daunger, and that in 
all other faculties, whiche are to bee got by 
pꝛactiſe and knowledge ( hauyng to make 
choiſe) ſuche are ſoner choſen , that thet are 
infozmed to haue ſmall knowledge , and 
create experiẽce, then thoſe that haue great 
knowledge, and ſmall pꝛactiſe, I thinke it 
neceſſarie that Maidens bee committed no 
otherwiſe , vnder the care and charge ofa 
wiſe and pꝛudente Matrone, who by long 
ve is become ſkilfull and expert, then if to 


bee tranſpoꝛted into a ſtraunge and farre

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Countrie,and would commit our gooddes 
and Parchaundize to a wiſe aid experte 
Mariner, makyng little accompte ofhym, 
that onely by infozmation of the A lrola- 
bie, oʒ the Cardes of Ptolomie doe pꝛamiſe 
vs (hauyng neuer trauailed fro home) ſure 
ſauegarde, it ought to ſuffice that a Pai⸗ 
den, beyng become wile, by the inſtruction 
aud teachvng ok her pꝛudent Miſtres, doeth 
giue good hope that in tyme when occaſion 
ſhall ſerue, the will be ſufficient to gouerne 
a houſholde and lamilie diſcretely, And yet 
not wichſtandyng al this. J would not haue 
a Maiden altogether foꝛbidden, oz reſt ai⸗ 
ned from reading. foꝛ ſo muche as thelame 
is not onely pꝛofitable to wiſe and vertu⸗ 
ous women, but allo a riche and pꝛecious 
Jewell, but J would haue her if ſhe reade, 
to reade no other bookes but ſuche as bee 
wiittenbp godlie Fathers, to our inſtruc- 
tion and ſoules healthe, and not ſucht laſci⸗ 
uious Songes, filthie Ballades, and vnde⸗ 
cent bookes as be moſte commonly now a

lie. Mhereloꝛe leauyng theim as vnwoz⸗ 
thie to bee mentioned, J would haue our 
Maiden, J meane her that will attire her 
minde by this Nlirrhor to read, (if ſhe de⸗ 
light to bee a reader) the holie ſcripture, oꝛ 
other good bookes, as the bookes of P/ u- 
tarche, made of ſuche renowmed and vers 
tuous women as liued in tyme paſte, and 
thoſe of Becca tendyng to the ſame ſence 
oꝛ ſome other, nerer to our tyme, and lctte 
her in readyng, conſider what ſhe reade, koz 
in theim ſhe ſhall not onelp reade wooꝛdes, 
whiche ik thei bee not garniſhed with good 
tramples, be naught woꝛth.

And true loue and lotaltie 
to their houſbandes by Lucres, Portia, and 
(amma,in ſũõme to make an ende of ſtran⸗ 
gers, ſbe ſhall finde example of vertue, Re⸗ 
ligion, and holineſſe in a number ol Uirgi⸗ 
nes, as in ¶ icile, Agathe, Iheodore, Bar- 
bara, and infinite other who with the pꝛile 
of their bloudes , did ſuffer incredible to ⸗ 
nentes,fo2 the profeſſion at a godly faithe. 

And aboue all fo; delight, ifſhe loue to bee 
delighted in vertue, let her reade that waz ⸗ 
thie booke of Partpzes, compiled by that 
kamous Father and wozthie man of God 
maſter Fore, Now to returne to our Pa- 
trone , J would wiſheher tu frame in the 
mindes ol them that ſhe takes to gouerne, 
a true Religion and pie:ie,auoidyng who⸗ 
lie ſuperſtition, as a capitallPeſtilence, J 
truſt that at this pꝛeſente, in whiche tyme 
elpeciallie emong vs here in Englande, 
where the Goſpell is ſo freely and ſincerely 
peached , J needenot to declare from the 
beginuyng to the ende, where in the one is 
different from the other, J meane true re⸗ 
ligion, from falce ſuperſtition, fa ſo muche 


as Ithinke there bee but fewe at leaſt of a- 
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np age, that are ignoꝛaunt how Religion 


. tsavertue whiche conſiſtech in mediocri- 


tie, the whiche euen as it hath on the one 
ſide impietie, whiche is one of the extremi⸗ 
ties, ſo hath it on the other ſide ſuperſtition, 
no leſſe pernitious then impiette . Mhiche 
thing J would wiſhe our Patron to make 
manifeſt to our Paiden, emong other thin- 
ges appertinente to a Clxiſtian, alſo ſhe 
ſhall inkoꝛce her to be humble, and lowly of 
harte, becauſe that humilitie is not onely 
à Chziſtian and ciuile vertue, but the verie 
Foundacion and Pilloure of all Chuſtian 
and cinile verteous, foꝛ it ingendꝛeth in vs, 
the knowledge ol our ſelues (as muche as

lyng 
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lyng in his monde a merueilous fweete ac- 
code of diuine harmame, by the ſacred ſtu⸗ 
die of Philoſop ie, diſdained as ofanoble 
courage this daintie Arte, the whiche to our 
greate hurte and hinderaunce, by ſo muche 
the leſſe it is unknowen to vs, by ſo nruche 
the moꝛe it delighteth and pleaſeth vs. But 
to the ende it maie not ſeeme, that J haue of 
a determined and ſette purpole, undertaken 
to beate Pulicke doune, J graunt it necel⸗ 
ſarie vnto thoſe that cau not, oz haue not 


where with better to imploye, oz paſſe dut 


their idle cyme, and yct ſurely in my minde 
and iudgemente PH of Macedon did 
very wiſely repꝛoue his ſonne Alexander, 
in ſaiyng that he had pꝛoſited too muche in 
Muſicke, and was therein become to excel⸗ 
lent, and that to other it might ſeme meete 
to bee a Muſicion, and not to a iuce.

Emong the Lacedemonians beevng os 
therwiſe; menne vertuous and of a ſeuere 
diſciplme, vncoꝛrupted in all other laudable 
Cuſtomes.

pꝛoude and arrogant. Alhich : thyng J- 
to wittely repzoued in Diogeres, wha whit 
les that by an impoztunace ſeueritie, he did 
treade vnder his feete the Couerlettes that 
he ſawe livng vppon Plato his bedde, farre 
moꝛe riche and coſtly then it ſeemed to hym 
conueniente foꝛ a Philoſopher, ſaied that he 


trode vnder his feete, the pzide and ambitts , 


of Plato. But Plato verie readily and with 
greate modeſtie aunſwered and ſaied, D 
Diogenes, thou treadeſt vppon mp JPuide, 
with a farre maze hautie and loftie Pꝛide 
then myne is, So that many oftẽtymes by 

D. v. repꝛoupng 
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&lozie,voe ſeeke it. The whiche 
— to bee. deſired vicioullp , fo 
dught it not tobe refuſed with too great an 
opinion of vertue . Becaule that in vertu- 
ous woogkes, extremities be alwates vici⸗ 
ous. Thei doe truely diſlike that doe truely 
poſſeſſe this vertue , other wiſe thet are not 
without affectyng , although at the firſte 
ſhewe it ſemeth otherwiſe . And therefoze 
let our Maiden learne to diſlike thoſe thin: 
ges with iudgemente whiche ſhee ought 
not to like, oꝛ if ſhe ought to like, yet at the 
leaſt to make little ſhowe thereof, and that 
not with trauell but with amilde and cour⸗ 
teous countenanct.

by reaſon that by the ſame it happens toa
